The object of his long day in the sad- 
die, he explained after his return, Was 
te “prove to the critics who have found 
fault with the recent order requiring a!l 
army and navy officers to take a phys- 
ica) test, that if a president, who fs not 
in training, can ride 90 miles plus 
in one day without being laid up in bed 
thereby, it should not be too much to 
ask the men who are supposed to be in 
the best of physical training all the 
time to ride 90 miles in three days.” 

Om His Faithful Rider. 

Mounting his faithful rider and jump- 
er, “Roswell,” in front of the white 
house door at 3:30 o'clock this morning, 
he dismounted at the same place at 8:40 
o'clock tonight.. 
Warrenton, Va., and back.

$161.018.000 FOR PENSIONS. 


That Sum Is Appropriated by the 
House Committee. 


Washington, January !3.—An ee: 
priation of $161,018,000 fon pensions 
was agreed on today by the committee 
on appropriations in the drafting of the 
annual pension appropriation bill. This 
amount is over $2,000,000 less than the 
appropriation last year, which was 
$ 163,053,000. 

In the report to the house it will be 
shown that the republic has expended 
since its beginning $3,751,108,809 in 
pensions. 

The committee inserted in the bill a 
provision that the eighteen pension 
agencies throughout the country be re- 
duced to one, to be located in Wash- 
ington. Congress has twice failed to 
agree to such a proposal.

President's Denial of Authority 
-of Congress. Orer Depart 
ments Stirs Georgian, 


MESSAGE OF ROOSEVELT 
IS ATTACKED BY BACON 


Senator Says the Message Was Not 
Marked by Courtesy—Other Sen-, 
ators Joined the Georgian 


in Condemning the Atti- 
tade of: President. 


Washington, January. 13.—-The au- 
thority of congress to direct heads of 
executive departments to send to the 
senate or house information in their pos- 
session, was the subject of an extended 
speech in the senate today by Senator 
Bacon, of Georgia. Mr. Bacon took the 


\broad view that congress has absolute 


power to demand from heads of de- 
partments any infarmation within their 
possession and even to require them to 
give reasons for their action or non-ac- 
tion on any matter coming before them. 

Senator Lodge questioned the power of 
congress to demand papers on file in 
diplomatic matters and insisted upon the 
right of the president to exercise dis- 
cretion in such matters. 

Senator Hale declared that he did not 
believe that the president intended to 
state in his message to congress that 
he would not furnish documents and in- 
formation, but merely that he declined 
to permit a cabinet oficer to furnish 
reasons for the action he had taken. He 
stated that he would regret seeing con- 
gress and the president lock horns on 
the question of the power of congress 
to procure information in possession of 
the executive departments. Senators 
Fulton, Teller, Clapp, “Money and, others 
joined the debate,:all of them upholding” 
the power of the senate in the matter 
under consideration. 

Bacon’s Resoletion. 

Senator Bacon introduced a resolu- 
tion declaring that “any and every pub- 
lic document, paper or record, or copy 
thereof, on the files of any department 
of the government relating to any Sub- 
ject whatever over which congress has 
any grant of power, jurisdiction or con- 
trol under the constitution, and any in- 
formation relative thereto within the 
possession of the officers of the depart- 
ment, is subject to the call or inspes- 
tion of the senate, for its use in the ex- 
ercise of its constitutional powers and 
jurisdiction.” 

Mr. Bacon said it was of especia] im- 
portance, because of the recent message 
of the president, in which he stated he 
haa directed the attorney general not to 
give information as to what he had done 
in the bringing of a suit against the 
United States Steel Corporation for its 
absorption of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron Company. . 

Roosevelt Not Courteous, | 

Complaining that the language of the 
president, in his Steel Corporation mes- 
sage, had not been “distinguished by its 
extreme courtesy,’’ Mr. Bacon proceeded: 


“This is the first time that the denial 
of the right of the senate has ever been 
made in such unlimited and emphatic 
language as that now employed by the 
president.” 

Senator Hale expressed the opinion that 
the president had not taken a + sone 
ground upon the right of congress to di- 
rect the transmission of papers by the 
heads of departments.

TILLMAN AFTER BONAPARTE 


Semator Will Force the Attorney 
General to Show Whether Suit 
Has Been Brought Against 
Oregon Company—Senate 
Witt Hardly Inves- 
tigate Tillman, 


Washington, January 13.—Senators 
who have given consideration to the 
demand made by Senator Tillman for an 
investigation by the senate of the 
charges made by President Roosevelt 
in connection with the senator’s attempt 
to procure Oregon lands incline to the 
opinion that there is no question before 
the senate for an inquiry, except as to 
whether Mr. Tiilman was frank with 
his colleagues in discussing the case. 

The opinion is held generally that 
even if the charges made by the presi- 
dent were true, the act of Mr. Tillman 
was not a violation of law. No mem- 
ber of the committee on privileges and 
elections is inclined to present a resolu- 
tion calling for one and if one is in- 
troduced it is likely that Senator® Till- 
man himself will be the author. His 
friends, however, are.determined to ad- 
wise him against insistence upon his re- 
quest for an inquiry. 

Tillman After Bonaparte. 


Just before going into the’ senate 
chamber today, Senator Tillman called 
Attorney General Bonaparte on the tele- 
phone and asked him whether he had 
brought suit against the Southern Ore- 
gon Company, which holds land grants 
for military roads from Roseburg to Coos 
bay. This is the land comprising over 
2,000,000 acres, of which Senator Till- 
man at one time contemplated purchas- 
ing, at $2.50 an acre, about 1,400 acres 
for-himself, members of his family and 
others. 

The attorney general was not able to 
answer off-hand whether or not suit had 
been brought against the Southern Ore- 
gon Company and Mr. Tillman asked 
him if he could not at once call up 
some clerk and ascertain what had been 
done in that case. After some delay, 
with Mr. Tillman holding the phone and 
waiting for an answer, the attorney 
general replied that he would send Mr. 
Tillman a note on the subject. Mr. 
Tillman insisted that he would like to 
have an answer at the earliest practi- 
cable moment. 

Bonaparte Sends Message. 


Later, Senator Tillman received a re- 
ply from Attorney General Bonaparte to 
his inquiry whether the attorney gen- 
eral had brought suit against the South- 
ern Oregon Company, which holds land 
grants for military roads from Rose- 
burg to Coos bay. He declined to make 
this communication public today, say- 
ing he would read it and comment upon 
it in the senate tomorrow.

Federal Judge Jones Refuses 
lo Block by. Injunction, 


MATTER FOR ‘STATE COURTS 


And Then Those Opposing Law Can 
Appeal to United States Courts, 
Injunction Was Sought By 
a Brewing Com- 

.- pany. 


Montgomery, Ala., January |3.—Judée 
Thomas G. Jones, of the United States 
district court for the middle district J: 
Alabama, today denied the injunction 
asked for against the Carmichael] pro- 
hibition law. Contrary to the expecta- 
tions of the petitioners, Judge Jones did 
not pass upon the constitutionality of 
the act, holding that this was a proper 
question for the courts of the state, 

In explaining his opinion, the judge 
stated that the matter was a proper 
one for the supreme court of the state, 
and that, in the event of a reversal of 
the law on his part, the same matter in 
a state court might hold good, the 
state court’s holdings taking prece- 
dence, 

Injunction Is Denied. 

The decision of Judge Jones refrain- 
ed from passing on the validity of the 
general prohibition act. The effect >¢f 
the decision is to deny for the present 
the injunction asked, and leave the 
constitutionality of the law to the state 
courts, 

If, in the opinion of the federal court, 
the state courts do not pass upon the 
constitutionality of the law in reason- 
able time, the complainants have the 
privilege of renewing application for 
an injunction. 3 

Judge Jones decided that the brewing 
company, complaining, had not com- 
plied with the requirements of the Ala- 
bama laws to do Business tp Alabama, 
and in that had only an indirect in- 
terest in the effect of state-wide prihi- 
tion in this state. 

Might Do an Injury. 

He seems, however, to have recog- 
nized the equity of the complainants’ 
bill, in*®that it made an effort to get 
the required license from the secretary 
of state, but was refused. 

The decision declared that to grant 
a temporary injunction on the as- 
sumption that the prohibition law was 
uncgnstitutional, and -then~ shortly 
thereafter for the state courts to up- 
hold the law, would be doing the com- 
plainant an injury, rather 4han giving 
relief. — : 

The ccmplainants are told by Judge 
Jones that they must first seek a 
license from the probate judge, and, if 
necessary, carry the fight to the state 
court of highest resort.

TREELESS COUNTRY COMING. 
SAYS SECRETARY WILSON 


He Predicts Time When Trees Will 
Be As Scarce As Dia- 
monds. 

Washington, January |3.—‘*The time is 
coming in this country when trees will 
be as scarce as diamonds unless imme- 
diate steps are taken to preserve our 

forests.’’ 

This was the dark picture painted in 
an address by Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson at the . twenty-eighth annual 
meeting of the American Forestry As- 


sociation here today. The secretary de- 


clared that our forest growth is getting 
scarcer and scarcer every day, and that 
we are using three times as much wood 
as we are growing. 

“Do not let us sit down and make 
faces at congress,” continued the sec- 
retary, ‘‘because that body has not yet 
seen fit to provide for the Appalachian 
and White mountain forest reserves. 
We must not depend too much on con- 
gress. What we want is a restoratior 
of the country at a rate of about 250,000 
acres each year.”’ 

Secretary Wilson emphasized the im- 
portance of the states, the various as- 
sociations and individuals in helping to 
solve the problem by planting trees in 
denuded places. 

Rev. Dr. Bdward Pverett Hale, chap- 
lain of the senate and vice president of 
the forestry association, offered this as a 
solution of the problem: 

“Stop denudation; plant trees and make 
the people who own the funds for the 
future invest them in forests.’’

Washington, January 13.—Some _ re- 
markable figures were made public to- 
day at the department of commerce and 
labor relating to Japanese immigration 
and emigration. They indicate that 
during the twelve months ended No- 
vember 1! last, the total number of 
Japanese admitted “to the United States 
was 6,017, and the total number which 
left the United States was 5,832, an in- 
crease in the Japanese popi'ation of 
185. The net increase of Japanese non- 
laborers was 683 during this period, 
and the net decrease of Japanese labor- 
ers during the same period was 468. 
The total number of Japanese admitted 
to the United and Hawaii during the 
period was 1!2,093 and 7,084 departed, 
the increase in Japanese population on 
the mainiand of the United States and 
in Hawali being 5,009. These figures in- 
dicate ta the immigration authorities 
that the government of Japan is living 
up to its agreement with the United 
States, respecting the immigration of 
Japanese to this country.

The de- 
cree jssued by Provisional Governor Ma- 
goon convoking the congress makes a 
very strict requirement for the attend- 
ance of members. Neither senators nor 
representatives will receive pay when 
absent from roll calls without leave, and 
neither house will be permitted to grant 
leaves of absence to more than one- 
sixth of their memberships at one time. 
These rules have been the subject of 
much discussion among the mentbers. 
and undoubtedly will be amended as 
s00n as the Americans quit the island. 

For Cock Fighting and Lottery. 


Bills establishing cook fighting and a 
national lottery will be among the first 
to be introduced. The liberal party, 
which has an overwhelming majority in 
the senate and the house, is said to favor 
a lottery, and its members are openly 
announcing that a bill providing for cock 
fighting will be one of the first measures 
to be introduced. The party ulso favors 
a liberal educational program, a law 
providing for the arbitration of disputes 
between capital and labor, and the ap- 
pointment of a commission to revise the 
tariff. The conservative membership of 
each house is anly sufficient to cover 
the constitutional requirement, that there 
be a minority party. There is lfttle dif- 
ference, however, in the principles of the 
two parties. 

Americans Not Obtrusive.

OR CALIFORNIA 


Three Drastic Measures Before 
Legislature---Jap Lobby 
Fighting Bills, 


Sacramento, Cal., January 13.—Three 


anti-Japanese bills, introduced in the 
state assembly by Grove L. Johnson, 
of Sacramento, and one introduced by 
A. M. Drew, of Fresno, _ prohibiting ' 
aliens from holding land in the state, 
have attracted wide interest. 
Johnson ills are designed, first, to pre- 
vent Japanese being directors of cor- 
porations; second, to segregate their 
children in the schools, and third, to 
segregate all Japanese by defining the 
limits’ within which they must live. 

The first two were introduced last ses- 
sion by Mr. Johnson, and action upon 


them was suspended ew« rne telegraphic 
request off President Roosevelt, pending 
diplomatic negotiations bewteen ‘ the 
United States and Japan over the action 
of the San Francisco school board in 
excluding. Japanese youths from public 
schools, and assigning them to the in- 
stitutions set aside for “Mongolians.”’ 

The Japanese maintained that they 
were not Mongolians, and Assemblyman 
Johnson’ introduced an amendment, 
specifying “Japanese’’ in the law. It 
was enactment of this measure that the 
president offected to and it was killed. 

Discussing his measures today, Mr. 
Jéhnson said: 

“Tt believe sentiment against the Jap- 
anese has grown to such an extent that 


the bills will pass. 

“Y am prepared to make a fight for 
them, and éven should Washington in- 
terfere again, I would not stop until the 
legislature went on record. 

“7 regard the presence of Japanese as 
more dangerous, a hundredtold, than 
that of Chinese. In our schools, Jap- 
anese youths of I6 to !8 years, with 
their characteristic disregard for the 
virtue of women, should not be per- 
mitted to sit beside our own children.

The most interesting dope to be found 
on the weather for the rest of the 
week, and one that has been touching 
the spot for the last several weeks, is 
the following long-range forecast sent 
out by €hief Willis L. Moore at Wash- 
ington: 

Long Range Forecast. 

An extensive and pronounced barometric 
disturbance covers the country from the 
Rocky mountains westward. It will move 
eastward, attended by widespread snows 
Over the northern and rains over the southern 
districts that will probably reach into the 
north Atlantic states by Thursday or Thurs- 
day night. Temperature wil! rise generally 
over the middle west for two days and over 
the eastern states until about Saturday. In 
the absence of reports from Alaska the de- 
gree of cold to follow the disturbance cannot 
be determined, but if {s probable that it will 
be colder Thursday in the middle plateau, 
Thursday night and Friday in «the plain 
states, Saturday in the central valleys end 
upper lake region, and Sunday and ° \y 
night in the lower lake region, tI .wule 
Atlantic states and New England.

What the Libraries Need. 


Robert L. Foreman, president of the 
board of trustees of the Carnegie libra- 
ry, Stated that an increase of 20 per 
cent was wanted for the library for an 
increase of service. He said that the 
increase in salary for apprentices would 
not exceed $100. He wanted $8,000, 
instead of $6,287 for books, as many 
of the shelves were empty. It would 
require $2,000 a year to keep the books 
in their present condition. Last year 
the »ooks numbered between 25,000 and 
30,000, and reached a circulation of 164,- 
0900. The public schools used the books 
continually. The appropriation last year, 
he stated, was $18,000. The fines im- 
posed on members amounted to $1,195.

000 and there would be an increase of 
20 per cent this year.

Atianta’s Charter Gives It the Hight 
to Make All Rules and Reguia- 
tions Governing Registra- 
tion and Voting for All 
City Elections. 


City Attorney W. P. Hill stated yester- 
day that the state law passed last year 
in regard to registration for elections 
does not apply to any city election held 
in Atlanta. 

In The Constitution o? yesterday, Attor- 
ney General Hart was quoted as saying 
that while he could not state pocitively 
that an Atlanta election would come 
under the new state law, yet he believed 
it might. 

If the state law had applied to city 
elections the bond election could not 
have been held until] six months after 
the registration books for 1909 £xhad 
closed, untess such election was held 
under the registration of last year, when 
there were nearly 18,000 voters regis- 
tered. . 

What Are City’s Rights? 


City Attorney Hill says that the city’s 
charter gives it the right to make all 
the rules and regulations for its elec- 
tions and that the new state law cannot 
affect any elections held in Atlanta. 

This removes any dowbt about an early 
election under a new registration for 
bonds being held in Atlanta this year. 

The question of the legality of the elec- 
tion being held under a new registration 
will probably come up before the bond 
commission, which meets this afternoon 
at $3 o’clock. 

The commission will have many points 
to discuss, among them the suggestion 
by Mayor Maddox that the election be 
hela under section 377 of the city char- 
ter and'for $2,000,000, instead of $1,500,- 
000. so that $1,000,000 can be expended 
on the sewers. 


DAWSON STIRRED OVER 
SALE OF NEAR BEER 


Citizens Will Hold Big Mass Meeting 
to Protest Against Action of 
the City Council. 


Dawson, Ga., January 13.—(Special.)— 
At the recent meeting of the city coun- 
cil here, 
the present year were adopted, and in- 
cluded therein was a tax of $100 per 
annum on each dealer in “such drinks 
or liquors as are authorized to be sold 
under the laws of Georgia.”

At the Methodist church Sunday night 
Rev. O. B. Chester, the pastor, before 
dismissing his congregation, announced 
that he would be glad if someone 
would make a motion requesting the 
city council not to ee a the sale of 
near beerin Dawson. Hon. 8S. R. Christie 
made this motion, and ste ‘game, after 
being seconded by several of those 
present, was adopted by a rising vote, 
and this action of the congregation wag 
laid before the city council at their 
adjourned session Monday. The matter 
was not acted on finally until Monday 
night by the council, and during that 
afternoon a committee of ladies called 
on the citizens for signatures to a peti. 
tion protesting against the granting of 
the license which was presented to the 
city fathers. On the motion to recon- 
sider the action of the council had 
heretofore had authorizing this license, 
the vote Monday night was the same 
as that previously had, and so the or- 
dinance is effective for the present at 
least, and One firm has paid $100 to 
the city and is engaged in the business.

The annual report of the Sheltering Arms 
for the year 1908 is as follows: 

In making this report we beg to submis 
the following figures showing our financial 
situation: During the year just past we 
have received and deposited §7,543.13; of this 
amount $1,800 was contributed by the city, 
the balance, 96,048.13, was obtained throught 
our own efforts. The expenses for the en- 
t§re year were $4,753.18, or an average 
monthty expense of §896. We have had as 
average of seventy children in the home for 
every day in the year. 

Our work is widening and growing in use- 
fulness all the time. We support our own 
kindergarten and have an enthusiastic school 
of forty-five. We have a large sewing olage 
and cooking class in connection with our 
home work. We employ our own city, mis- 
sionary and the results of her work cannot 
be estimated.

The life of Poe, the poet, was a sad, 
Somber sequence of misfortunes. ‘There 
was not one bright ray for him from 
the time he left his adopted father’s home 
until he breathed kis last in the unap- 
preciative east. Even his love time was 
a sad time. His greatest triumphs failed 
to bring him relief of body or soul. 

To put the life of such a man on‘ the 
Stage and to présent it in so attractive 
and alluring a manner that the theater- 
going public would appreciate and sup- 
port by therr presence, is almost an ini- 
possibte task. George WHazieion may

Figures were submitted 
comparing the effciency of the sailors 
and the marines when firing the same 
guns at the same target and with the 
Same sights. ‘These figures, it was claim- 
ed, show that the marine corps is gen- 
erally as efficient in target practice as 
the eailors, and in some cases superior.

Only Plugk of Jaror Walsh, Who 
Served, Although He Had Been 
Run Down By a Street Car, 
Saved Case From a 

» Mistrial. | 


Fiushing, N. Y., January 1!3.—Events 
crowded fast today in the trial of Thorn- 
ton- Hains. When court adjourned to- 
night, Juror Theamas Waish, injured in 
a street car accident in New York last 
night, was placed in the care of a physi- 
sician by Justice Crane, that his injuries 
might not cause a mistrial of the case. 

Counse] for the defense concluded their 
summing up this afternoon, and Prosecu- 
tor Darrin bégan hig address to the 
jury. Mr. Darrin will conclude his 
speech some time tomorrow, and Justice 
Crane, after his charge, will give the 
case over to the jury. : 

Plack of a Juror. 


Only the pluck of Juror Walsh saved 
the Hains case from mistrial and post- 
ponement today. Battered almost be- 
yond recognition from a fall-on a street 
car, Walsh came from the hospital to 
court and sat through the day’s trial, 
though at times he appeared to suffer 
greatly, and Justice Crane took frequent 
recesses that the injured juror might 
recover his strength. The juror informed 
Justice Crane that he felt he could con- 
tinue, but only when a physician gave 
his assent would the justice permit the 
case to go on. Tonight Juror Walsh 
is cared for by a physician in Flushing. 

Prosecutor Darrin, following the cios- 
ing. address of Mr. McIntyre, for the 
defense, bitterly scored many of the de- 
fense’s witnesses, called to testify to 
the insanity of Captain Hains. For over 
two hours the state’s attorney dwelt 
upon ine question of. the rationality of 
the army officer. His address to the 
jury -was clothed in no dramatic terms, 
or forensic utterances, and he confined 
himself to marshaling the facts from the 
evidence, . 

Cloak of Falsehood. 


Only once déd the frosecutor rise to 
an oratorical elimax, and that was in 
talking of the killing of William E. An- 
nis. He said:

SAYS GOVERNOR 


Makes Reply to Complaints 
of Savannah Citizens, 


PROHIBITION VIOLATIONS 


Gevernor Smith Tells Them It Is the 
Daty of the Local Autherities 
and of Citizens to Look After 
the Enforcement of 
the Law.

In response to letters from quite a 
number of citizens of Savannah who 
made complaint with reference to the 
alleged continued violation of the pro- 


hibition law openly in that city, Gov- 
ernor Smith yesterday addressed a let- 
ter in reply, tn which he commended 
their desire to uphold the law, and told 
them to cal] upon the solicitor genera! 


of the circuit and lay the facts before 


him. 

The governor makes it plain that it 
is the duty of the local authorities to 
see to the enforcement of the law, and 
suggests how citizens may render 
them assistance in that direction. It is 
clear from his letter that it is not his 
purpose or intention to interfere as 
governor of the state in the Savannah 
situation. 

Governor Smith’s Letter. 


Governor Smith’s letter in full is as 
follows: 

Your letter, in which you call attention te 
certain places in Savannah where you state 
that spirituous and malt liquors are sold in 
Violation of the prohibition law, hag been 
received. 

I am gratified to learn of your desire to 
aid in the enforcement of the laws of the 
state, and I can not doubt that the good 
citizens of Savannah sympathize with your 
views. 

[ suggest that vou call upon the solicitor 
general of your circuit and lay the facts be- 
fore him. He will no doubt either present 
them to the grand jury or issve accusations 
in the city court, so that the parties whom 
you name will be brought to trial. Permit 
me also to cail your attention to the act 
approved December 10, 1889. found in the 
page 78. This act de- 
clares places where spirituous, malt or tin- 
toxicating liquors are sold in violation of law 
to be nuisances, and provides that ‘‘the same 
may be abated and enjoined as such on the 
application of any citizen or citizens of the 
county where the same may be located.’’ 
Under this aet any one or more citizens can 
present a bill to the judge of the superior 
court and enjoin the continuation of the 
illegal sale of spirituous or malt Tiquors. 
The act furthermore provides that ‘‘the courts 
shall have authority . . to order the off1- 
cers to break open suth blind tiger and ar- 
rest the inmates tiW@reof and seize their stock 
in trade.’’ Under tifis act any citizen of any 
county in Georgia can put an end to the 
illegal sale of liquor at any place where he 
has infd@mation sufficient to show that the 
sale is made. 

In this connectfon, also, I wish to call your 
attention to the fact that Tfceenses issued by 
ordinaries for the sale of imitations or sub- 
stitutes for spirituots and malt liquors do 
not permit the gale of any of these articles 
when the same are fitoxicating, and no such 
license can be used as a cloak to some v10- 
lations of the prohibition law. 

The prevention of crime is not alone a duty 
placed upon the officers—state, county and 
municipal—but it is also a duty of every 
good citizen, and I can not too strongly 
commend those men Who will actively con- 
tribute their efforts to suppress any and 
every violation of the laws of the state.

FOR PROBATION LEAGUES 


It Is Hoped the Illinois Legislature 
Will Start the Move- 
ment. 


Chicago, January 1!13.—Judge Macken- 
zie Cleland’s probation experiment may 
become a law. A Dill has been drafted 
on the lines of the parole system inaug- 
urated by him and: will be presented to 
the legislature within a few days. 

Back of the movement is the establish- 
ment of state probation leagues, and it 
is hoped to make the movement na- 
tional. 

Judge Cleland believed in giving offend- 
ers brought before him a ghance to re- 
form instead of sending them to the 
bridewell. He would suspend sentence 
and make them report to him at certain 
periods. Heart-to-heart talks were in- 
dulged in between the court and the 
erring ones until it was found that 
Judge Cleland was not within the law. 
Then he was transferred to another 
station and his work lapsed. 

In spite of the criticism his system 
reeeived, a strong effort is to be made 
to have it become a law. 

The proposed bill provides that all 
offenders for whose actg provision is 
made for only a fine or imprisonment 
may be paroled when, in the opinion 
of the court, the Interests of society 
will be benefited. Another provision 
is for a state commission to encourage 
the application of the law. 


TWO TRUE BILLS RETURNED 
AGAINST L. B. MCRORY 


Of Two and Three Counts, Respec- 
tively—Charged With Violation 
of the Postal Laws. 

Two true bills, one of two counts, the 
other containing three, were returned by 
the United States grand jury yesterday 
against LB. McCrory, who has offices 
in the Kiser building, and who hag 
been exploiting the “Credit Adjusting 
Company” through the mails, the in- 
dictments charging that McCrory’s use 
of the mails was in support of.a swin- 

dling scheme. 

McCrory was arrested by a deputy 
federal marshal within a short time and 
taken before Clerk O. C. Fuller, who 
fixed his bond at $1,000 In each case. 
The prisoner made bond &@nd Was re- 
leased. 

For some time postoffice inspectors 
have been working On the case, and 
during their investigation came into 
possession of great packages of letters 
McCrory is charged with having written, 
and just as large a package of copies 
of letters sent him. These letters were 
construed by the inspectors to be a vio- 
lation of the postal laws. 

On letter heads indicating a most pros- 
perous business, MoCrory was wont to 
open correspondence with some one 2f 
whom he had learned, offering to make 
him agent of the “Credit Adjusting 
Company” in his city, provided he 
would deposit a sum of money @nd 2% 
guarantee of good faith on his part. In 
consideration of the remittance the 
Credit Adjusting Company agreed to 
pay the agent $75 a month, to give him 
a fourth interest in the business, to pay 
the office rent and to give Khim experi- 
enced help to set him on foot. 
how many pereons responded to the let- 
ters is not known, but the inspectors 
have letters showing that the field of 
operations was a wide One. The com- 
pany claimed to have stock of $25,00u, 
and to have on deposit in a specified 
bank a $10,000 bond. 

In the indictment it is alleged that
